o n the 22d o f J anuary, Co mmo do re Trux- 
to n's reply to inquiries abo ut the ad minis­ 
tratio n o f affairs at the No rfo lk, Va., navy 
yard. 
Tho co mmo do re says there were nc 
ho no rable inscriptio ns upo n captured can­ 
no n o bliterated by the o rder, 
but so me 
inscriptio ns which had 
beco me defaced 
by 
time 
were 
remo ved 
by 
his 
o rder. 
He 
says 
the 
dry 
do ck 
was no t destro yed. 
It was partially dam­ 
aged by the United States fo rces in 1862, 
and the structure remains no w as it was left 
The o nly tablet that was ever o n the dry 
do ck is there still. 
On the pumping ho use a 
plate co ntaining the names o f the builders 
was remo ved and o no substituted bearing 
the inscriptio n: 
“ Destro yed by the rebels 
in 1863; rebuilt by the United Htates go vern­ 
ment in 1863. 
J . W, Livingsto n, co mmand­ 
ant: W. II Lyo ns, superintendent o f ma­ 
chinery.” 
Co mmo do re Truxtun, finding no autho rity 
fo r the remo val o f the o riginal plate and its 
substitutio n by tho later o ne, had it re­ 
mo ved, and says: 
“ Since the remo val o i 
the plato refo rred to , Mr. Lyo ns has applied 
fo r it, stating that as ho had erected it o n 
his o wn respo nsibility, und paid fo r It him­ 
self, it was his private pro perty.”

Lyo ns was 
remo ved fro m o ffice 
prio r to the fem o ral o f the plat-» 
The co m­ 
mo do re says that Lyo ns was dismissed no t 
fo r pro testing against tho remo val o f the 
plate, but fo r o ther reaso ns; amo ng them, 
fo r bitter partisanship; antago nistic and 
o verbearing dispo sitio n, creating disco ntent 
amo ng tho wo rkmen and also that his per­ 
so nal character was o bjectio nable, 
lie also 
enclo ses a card fro m Mr. Lyo ns, printed in 
1861, in which Lyo u.s declares himself “ ae 
go o d a so utherner as thero is in the so uth.” 
The repo rt further says tho Unio n sailo rs 
and so ldiers havo in no way been discrimin­ 
ated against. 
In co nclusio n Co mmo do re 
Truxto n enumerates the men named by Mr. 
Brady in his letter to Secretary W hitney, 
and gives tin* cause o f tho discharge o f ea di 
and adds: 
**I have always, to
